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GOSSIP OF THK TDRF, 



Jockey Spencer, about toe best rider of the 
«6a80Q at the New York tracks, got himself 
into trouble Wednesday by culpable riding. 
The particulars are thus set forth in the New 
York H -rHld : 

“Spencer, the jockey, made his most cos'ly 
mistake c.f the seas >n in the second rece this 
afternoon. He was winning easily on Pink 
Domino, bat ceased riding three bounds from 
the finish poet, permitting KiDg Brambls to 
get np in time to score a head victory. While 
Coburg opened and closed the 8 to 5 selection 
for the ev90t, King Bramble carried the ‘inti li- 
cent money,’ being backed down from 4 to 1 to 
13 to 5. This colt was poorly away from tbe 
barrier, C< bnrg showing tbe route from Pink 
Domino for a furlong. 

“The K -eue filly moved like a perfect racing 
machine, really rRn the favorite off bis legs, 
and began the stretch road with a clear two 
lengths' advantage. Bntlman, on King Bramb'e, 
persevered in what looked to tbe spectators a 
hopeless stern chase. Drawing clear of the 
rack opposite tbe field stand be continued to 
vigorously ride the Leigh colt, although unable 
to gain an inch on tbe leader. At tbe very end 
Pink Domino shortens 1 her stride, as though 
in tbe act of pullicg up of her own volition. 
Speuoer sat .till as an automaton, and King 
Bramble's nose showed first between lh9 range 
poles. 

“For helf a d >zsn seconds occupants of tbe 
lawn and grandstand remained mute. Then 
the silence was broken by a storm of hisses 
and groan? launched auainst Spencer. The 
offending jockey was banled before the stew- 
ards. He offered in explanation tbe common- 
place defense that tbe filly stopped nnder him. 
He was promptly fined £200 and ordered sus- 
pended from riding for the b dance of the 
Graveiend meeting, Spencer’s gross blander, 
char tably speaking, was ofli daily pronounced 
by the stewards * careless riding.’’ 



A splendid Australian racehorse that should 
prove a valuable addition to the breeding in- 
terests of this country landed in Ban Francisco 
last week safe and sound. Of tbe distinguished 
arrival the Sau Francisco Chronicle said the 
morning after bis landing: 

“The thoroughbred stallion Tarcoola arrived 
here yesterday from Sydney on tbe steamer 
Mariposa. He comes here under a three-year 
lease, with the option of bnyinr, to Porter 
Ashe, owner of the Riinart stock farm io Sono- 
ma county. Tarcoola, who is a little big horse 
oa the style of Volante. is 13 years old and en- 
joys the prestige of having won the Melbourne 
Cup, the classic event of the s lutb continent, 
beside i several other stake events, includ ng 
the Wiliiainstowu Cup at one mile and thiee 
furlongs and the Birthday Handicap at one 
aad a half miles defeating among others tbe 
great racehorse Portsea. holder of the world's 
record at three miles. 

“Tarcoola is imported to this country for 
breeding purposes and should certaiuly take 
bis place alongside of Sir Modrad, Maxim or 
any other horse imported to this country from 
Australia, if excellence of pedigree counts for 
auythiug- Ho is sired by the Australian horse 
Newininster, who has given to the turf that 
craek racehorse Newhaveu, winner of tbe Mel- 
bourne cup and a good performer in England 
this year until be went wrong in a race for the 
Goodwood cap, and led all sires in Australasia 
for sevt ral seasons. The grand sire of Tarco da 
is tbe oeltb ated English horse The Marquis, 
winner of Doncaster cap, St. Liger, Two Th us- 
aud Guineas and beaten a nose for the classic 
Derby. Spa, the dam of Newmioster, was by 
JLeamiagton, who was afterwards imported to 



America, and who sired in this country Eolus, 
Enquirer, Onondaga. Iroquois. Lo- g'el'o w and 
Sensation, who died last week at the R^ncocas 
stnd farm. 

“Imogene, tbe dam of Tarcoola, is of Austral- 
ian breeding on both sides. Her sire was King 
of the Ring, sire of Caspian, winner of the 
Victorian St. Leger and other classic races. 
The sire of King of the Ring was Ace of Clubs, 
a sou of Stockwell, while bis dam was Rose de 
Florence, dam of the famous Australian horse, 
Marchynong. Milksop, the dam of Imogene was 
Ebor, who won the Adelaide cap at two miles 
with 140 pounds in the saddle. 

“Among the first maree to ba maced with Tar- 
coola will be Miss Buckley, byBrutus; Trance, 
bySomnns; May R., Martealiurst and Qu=»en 
Al*a, tbe dam of Rninart, winner of the.Burns 
$10,030 handicap. Tarcoola is practically un- 
tried as a sire as the oldest of his get are two- 
year-olds.” 



In this issue of Daily Racing Fokm will be 
found the announcements i f the terme of the 
KeDtuiky Dei by, Kentucky Oaks and Clark 
Sttkes of th-* year 1901. Thera are more valu- 
able stakes than the Kentucky Deiby decided 
annually in this counuy, bat none that horse- 
men covet more keecly. Evi ry three-year-old 
in surcsssion fiom Aristides down that has wen 
tbe Kentucky Derby, has immediately become 
a noted horse i nd it is a trnth that it has 
seldom b -en won by any other than a good race- 
horse. Snch horses as Aristides, Vagrant, Lord 
Murphy, Hindoo, Leonatus, Joe Cotton, Ben 
All, Spokane, Riley. Halma, Ben Brush and 
Plaudit were stars i f the fir.t order and suffici- 
ent to confer distinction on any fixed event of 
the tuif world. This year’s winner, Mannel, 
was also probably a great colt, though the 
lameness that took -him from the Lack so early 
prevented him from'thorougbly demonstrating 
his rank. 

Entries to tbe three rich stakes advertised 
close October 16. That is bat little more than 
two weeks away, so theie is tn urgent call for 
owners ■ f well bred yraruugs to ba spsedy of 
action iu forwbiding their entries to Secretary 
Price. Owners of good looking youngsters 
shonld enter them in tbe big stakes tsa purely 
business y reposition. The mere fact of entry 
at once increases their valne many times the 
sum of a first entry fee 



any committee, but that Ed Corrigan must not 
ba a member of the committee Judging from 
the way things are shapir g themselves there 
will be no war after all. which is for the b9st 
inte est* of the turf. 

“No one appears to know the exact nature of 
the differences between the California Jockey 
Clnb on the one side and tbe Pacific Coast 
Jockey Clnb and the Western Turf A-sociation 
on the other. Many conflicting reports are car- 
rent. It is stited oa g od authority that when 
the building of the Tanforan track was first an- 
nounced Tom Williams made the proposition 
that he should race six months at tbe Oakland 
track and cut the profits iu half with the other 
association if Tanforan park was not built. A 
refusal to bccept Williams’ terms led the direc- 
tors of the California Jockey Club to believe 
that there was a scheme under way to divide 
dates so that Oakland would eventually only 
get one- third of the regu'ar season. Interested 
parties connected with both Ingleside and Tan- 
foran state that no such deal was contemplated 
at d that there is a misnnderstindiag all along 
the line. 

“If a clever committee is S9nt here from the 
eait there is every reason to hope that all ex- 
isting diffi mlties may be adjasted, and Oak- 
land wi 1 alternate with either Ingleside or 
Tanforan throughout the season.” 



At the recent annnal meeting of the Ameri- 
can Turf Congress the San Francisco racing 
conditions were discussed end a suggestion 
that the congress attempt to assume jurisdic- 
tion was madi but it was so manifestly im- 
proper that it wss dismissed. If the San Fran- 
cisco newspapers are correctly informed, how- 
ever, President Bchnlte has made a proposition 
to President Thomas H. Williams, Jr., of the 
Ca'ifomia Ji ckey Club for a conference with a 
view to adjustment of differences between the 
two Turf Congre-s organizations at San Fran- 
cisco and the California Jockey Clnb. The 
situation is simple. The California Jockey 
Club desires its full half of the California 
winter racing season that it has had heretofore. 
That conceded there will be no trouble. Other- 
wise there will be a racing war that will be 
bound to prove disastrous to all of the Sau 
Francisco clubs. Concerning the present out- 
look tbe San Francisco Chronicle of last Sun- 
day says: 

“It begins to look as if the promised race- 
track clash may be averted after all. The 
Amer.caa Turf Congress is trying to adjast the 
differences of the local turf m«gaates, and 
President Schulte of Louisville has telegraphed 
Tom Williams in regard tfea committee that is 
to be sent oat here to investigate the situation. 
Williams replied he wonld glpdly confer with

Frank R. and Thomas Hitchcock have pur- 
chased W. B. Jennings’ 4-year-old colt Glorian. 
He will be raced on the flat for the remainder 
ot the season and next year will be pnt overtbe 
jumps. As Glorian is a very speedy horse, he 
will t rove quite an acquisition to the jumping 
ranks. 

The American colt Sty Fox is ti e favorite in 
the Cembridge-hue be. ting. His weight is 105 
pounds and if in his best Amirican form he 
shonld prove hard to baat. He has started but 
once since he was taken to England and was 
then unplaced.

Mach interest is always centered in long dis- 
tance laces, end when the horses went to the 
post the betting ring was deserted and the 
crowd was elbowing one another to get a good 
place to Beo the ac ual race. The contest was 
a most interesting one to look at. Jockeys Van- 
dusen and Rose fought each o h-r all the way 
and bnmped their own and other horses the 
entire route. 

Vaudnsen was on Yuba Dam and Rose was on 
Goo-e Liver. Tne j ckey contest rained the 
chances of both horses, and this may be 
another loop-hole for Jack Bradley's iac9 to 
pass through 

Rose was the rough riding beginner He 
tried to carry Vat dusen oat throngh tbe 
first mile. Tfiis causad Vandnsen to lose his 
temper and down tbe b <ckstretchacd on tbe far 
torn be Damped Goose Liver repeatedly, and 
for an instant it looked as though ha might 
send Master Rose over the outside feice While 
all this foolishness was going on Jack Bradley 
was galloping along at a steady pace in a good 
position ai d when csl’ed npon at the ciitical 
moment he shot to the frout and won at his 
leisure. 

Jockey Rose has queer spells and yesterday 
he evidently bad one of them. His ride on 
Sim W in the fourth race wss very bid. The 
horse was fresh and good and had speed to 
loan, bnt shortly after passim; the half-mile 
p» st Rose shot him to the front and op ned a 
gap of many lengths- Passing the three-far- 
long post Sim W ssemed to have the race in 
band, but for some unknown reason Rosa kept 
him on the extreme outside and in making the 
stretch turn lost a lot of sronud. On the other 
band Mitchell wiih King’s Highway cat across 
the Hack where the going was bast and by do- 
ing so saved much ground. Sim W., however, 
beat him to tha path but after being so much 
need he had nothing left to fiuiih with. 
Naturally he weat to pieces at the end. King’s 
Highway then won very easily. This, by the 
way, was another form somersault.
